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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , lines 8-9, the term "the instance of time" lacks antecedence 

basic. 

Regarding claims 2-3, line 2, the term "a source of the data" is not clear to what 
refers (the broadcast data or the data stream). 

Regarding claim 1 1 , lines 6-7, the term "the instance of time" lacks antecedence 

basic. 

Regarding claims 13-14, line 2, the term "a source of the data" is not clear to 
what refers (the broadcast data or the data stream). 

Claims 4-10, 14-19 are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,11 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

3. Claims 2-1 0, 1 2-1 9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: none of the prior art discloses or suggests a terminal for selectively receiving 
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broadcast data in a data stream, wlierein tine broadcast data includes a series of bursts 
of associated data pacl<ets, comprising: calculate a burst length and burst interval for 
the series on the basis of the instances of time at which data packets are received by 
the receiver; determine a further instance of time at which a subsequent burst 
corresponding to the extracted information in the series is expected to be received 
based on at least one of said burst length and burst interval; and operate the receiver to 
receive the subsequent burst corresponding to the extracted information by selectively 
receiving the data stream. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kumar et al (U.S. Pat. 5,970,069) disclose a single chip remote access 
processor. 

Chia et al (US 2005/0044471 ) disclose a method and apparatus for dynamically 
selecting and applying different error concealment techniques at run-time on the 
receiver side. 

Ojard et al (U.S. Pat. 7,142,553) disclose a network interface.
